On ten acres of rented land the nursery business 
in Shenandoah was born. By 1900 the business had grown to a point 
where The Shenandoah Nurseries was the leading wholesale nursery 
in the United States. From this humble beginning the nursery industry 
in Shenandoah has grown until Shenandoah is now recognized as the 
largest nursery center in the United States. } 


Upen Mr. D. S. Lake’s death in 1922 the management of the nursery was 
taken over by his sons, A. F. Lake and R. S. Lake. The business was 
ably and successfully conducted. by them until R. S. Lake’s death in 
194] and A. F. Lake’s death in 1944. 


At that time David S. Lake, the son of A. F. Lake, succeeded to the 
position of President of the Shenandoah Nurseries. 


This business, now in the hands of the third generation, is continuing 
to follow the same policies established and followed in the 79 years of 
its existence.
